Tea. maybe said ‘to be the sole: pre- 
pared . beverage in usc’ fo. China, for, 
after meals, thirst: is’ ‘generally allayed by a 
draught. of the water in which the rice has 
beet boiled, It is strange, therefore, that j. 
‘this-tea-drinking nation should consume very 
much less per head than-is consumed in 
countries like England, Russia and America, 
inwhich it is an importation of comparatively 
recent date, and in which also alcoholic and 
ather beverages are drank in exiormous quan- 
tities, Io China, however, the key-note of 
national life is temperance in all things: 
even. in th¢ matter of opium-smoking the 
great bulk of, Chinese who use the drug 
exercise temperance, a8 ‘recent commissions 
of inquiry have. had ‘to, admit, Amongst 
Western nations, however, there is a con- 
stantly increasing class of the people who 
have become slaves of thé tea and coffea 
habit—in fact, “tea and coffee topers Naeand 


who are as much (if not more). to be com-, 


miserated as the unfortunate man or woman 
who succumbs. to alcoholism or the drug 


habit. “As Dr. Wiley admits, a grown per-| 


son has a right to choose’ his own Ipod, but 
he: advises: caution inthe use‘of tea and 
coffee, The moment a man feels tliat he is 
becoming a slave to either he should call a 
halt, ‘If giving up tea or coffee. produces 
majaise, headache, i incapacity for work, and 
& general disturbance of the health, the vic: 
tim may know that he has gone too’ far. 
is, of course, quite impossible, to prescribe 
how much tea and colfee each individual 
should drink, ‘This is a matter which must 
be left to his own choice. ' ‘There area great 
Many porsons who are keenly susceptible to 
‘the influence of some’ of the soluble sub- 
stances contained in tea and coffee, . Most 
active of these substances by far is the alka: |’ 
loid caffein,’ It has a peculiay effect in gen- 
eral and in many cases has epecial effects, 
Dr. Wiley. holds ‘that tea and. coffee should 
be forbidden to children, as there ‘ig always 
the danger ofa child contracting ahabit, and 
caffein: is recognised to be one of the ha. 
bit-forming drugs, _ So. far as’ the -tea 
and coffee habit is concerned, however, the 
problem cannot be said to be so acute.as io 
the case of alcoholic beverages, which’ are 
not natural products in the sense that before 
for_consumption_they_ar 
specially prepared by human agency which 
changes entirely the natural constituents and 
“turos the sugar into two other products 
wholly dissimilar in character, Anyope who 
studies the. alcohol problem’ cannot fail to 
realise that the demand for Prohibition has 
arisen because of the failure more or less of 
measures directed: towards restrjction, From’ 
a commercial point of view it is highly im- 
portant’ that tea and coffee ‘sliould be so 


used a8 to work no injury. ‘If, oa the other |

At most he becomes 
pervous, gels'a disordered digestion and a 
tendency to headache and ‘depression. in the 
abseuce of his accustomed drug. Those who 
are interested commercially io the sale of 
coffee and tea (says Dr. Wiley in conclusion) 
should be the most earnest and enthusiastic 
to contro) any possible damages which may 
result from thelr activitics and itis desirable 
in his opinion that trade journals devoted to
